Utah Mine Blast 
Traps 25 Workers 


MOAB, Utah (UPI) — Rescue 
squads 
braved 
deadly 
carbon 
monoxide fumes and 130 - degree 
heat today to search for 25 men 
trapped 
3.000 
feet 
below 
the 
earth's surface by a fiery explo­ 
sion at a potash mine. 


Nobody involved in the rescue 
attem pt knew whether the men 
were dead or alive. 


They are all construction work­ 
ers, trapped Tuesday afternoon 
when an explosion rocked the mul­ 
ti-million 
dollar 
potash 
facility 
situated in a ruggedly beautiful 
valley in the remote southeast 
corner of the state known as the 
Utah Badlands. 


“The situation 
is very, very 
grim ,’’ said state mine inspector 
Steve Hatsis. “ It would be a m ir­ 
acle if anyone is alive.” 


Rescue workers hoped, however 
that at least some of the men 
had survived the earth - shaking 
blast 
and 
perhaps 
had 
taken 
refuge in air pockets where they 
could breathe. 


No Contact Made 


There had been no contact with 
the men since the explosion block­ 
ed two passageways leading from

The effort to locate Bova also 
involved two other shafts — a 
three-inch hole that nearly was 
at the 178-foot m ark, and a 6V2- 
inch shaft that had progressed 
more than IOO feet.

WASHINGTON, D C. - For 137 
Bucks Countians the m arch on 
Washington began today at 6 a.m. 


Men — women — teenagers — 
Negroes and whites — they began 
to arrive at the starting point as 
early as 5 a.m . where three chart­ 


ered air-conditioned buses waited 
in readiness a t the William Penn 
Center in Fallsington. 


At 5:45 a.m ., 
M i l l a r d C. 
Mitchell, president of the Bucks 
County NAACP, boarded each of 
the buses and said “there is to be 
absolutely no violence. Those are 
the rules of the march. If there is 
anyone who does not intend to 
comply with those rules, please 
get off the bus now.” 


No erne left the buses. 


Two Levittown teenage girls, 
meanwhile, 
waited 
outside 
the 
buses hopeful they would be per­ 
mitted to join the entourage al­ 
though they had no reservations 
and there were no seats available. 
Persuaded by other passengers 
not to leave them behind, NAACP 
officials gave them the nod and 
Jocelyn Mielziner, 16, of 25 Cameo 
Road, Cobalt Ridge, and Carol 
Paskie, 17, of IO Four Leaf Road, 
Forsythia 
G a t e , 
happily got 
aboard. 


Two male passengers opened 
folding stools,

One of the passengers, Donald 
Coles of 1855 Hillside Ave., South­ 
ampton. said that he did not ex­ 
pect today’s m arch to have any 
bearing on the actions of Con­ 
gress.

The premature start stranded 
the march leaders, who had been 
scheduled to lead the processsion.
